 _,    .  ..  -    ,  oyage  is  eliminated  by  the  passage 

through  the  Bay  of  Qumte,  reached  by  steaming  directly 
across  Lake  Ontario  in  the  calm  of  the  evening,  the  first 
port  of  call  being  the  town  of  Brighton  at  12.55  A.  M.,  at 
the  entrance  to  the  MuiTay  Canal,  affording  access  to  the 
land-locked  waters  of  the  Bay,  which  ends  at  the  City  of 
Kingston,  104  miles  beyond. 

The  Murray  Canal  is  cut  through  the  Isthmus  joining 
Prince  Edward  County  to  the  mainland,  and  is  four  and 
one-quarter  miles  in  length,  with  a  uniform  width  of  200 
feet;  and  bordered  with  green,  it  seems  more  like  a  natural 
watercourse  through  diversified  farming  scenery,  than  an 
artificial  waterway  built 
for  purposes  of  commerce. 


Passengers  to  and 
from  the  town  of  Trenton. 
2  miles  distant  (a  favorite 
summer  home  for  tour- 
ists), are  transferred  to 
Canal  Bridge  by  omnibus 
leaving  Trenton  at  mid- 
night, meeting  steamers 
both  going  and  returning. 


THE  ENCHANTING  LOVELINESS 
Of  THE  BAY  Of  QUINTE  .  .  . 


^i^HE  Bay  of  Quinte,  with  an  average  width  of  two 
/|  miles,  offers  unsurpassed  facilities  for  the  enjoyment 
of  yachting,  boating  and  bathing,  while  it  is  of  sur- 
passing interest  to  the  angler  as  the  home  of  the 
great  Canadian  "game  fish,"  the  maskinonge  and  black 
bass,  besides  many  others  of  inferior  rank.  Fourteen  miles 
from  the  Murray  Canal  we  reach  at  3.20  A.M.  the  City 
of  Belleville,  whose  beauty  of  position  and  other  attrac- 
tions are  enhanced  by  the  fine  fishing  in  the  vicinity. 

At  Deseronto,  at  4.55  A.M.,  eighteen  miles  further,  we 
have  a  place  of  great  interest  from  its  flourishing  manu- 
factures.   It  is  also  the  terminus  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte 
Railway,  operat- 
ing   a  convenient  

train   service  for 
the  fishing  grounds 
among  the  inland 
waters  contiguous 
to  the  line,  noted 
among  which  are 
Sydenham;  Beaver 
and  Stoco  Lakes. 
The  many  summer 
cottages  upon  the 
shores  of  Syden- 
ham Lake  show  how  popular  it  has  become  from  the  super- 
iority of  its  bass  fishing  and  Stoco  Lake  has  long  been 
famous  for  the  number  and  immense  size  of  the  maskin- 
onge caught  in  its -waters.  The  lakes  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte 
Railway  are  stocked  from  the  Government  Fish  Hatcheries, 
thus  ensuring  continued  good  sport  for  the  angler. 

Turning  south,  we  pass  the  heights  of  the  Long  Reach, 
and  at  6.00  A.M.  arrive  at  the  town  of  Picton,  situated  on 
a  picturesque  bay  of  the  same  name.  It  is  delightfully 
located,  and  from  its  lovely  position  enjoys  an  enviable 
reputation  as  a  summer  resort.  The  famous  Sand  Banks  of 
Prince  Edward  County  are  reached  from  Picton,  by  driving 
a  few  miles  over  perfect  country  roads,  and  are  a  revelation 
of  the  unstinted  variety  of  nature.  Imagine,  if  you  will, 
immense  hills  of  cream-colored  sand  rising  to  a  great  height 
along  the  lake  shore,  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach,  constantly 
encroaching  on  the  farming  land,  and  covering  great  trees 
in  its  irresistible  movement,  . 

Passing  from  Picton  down  the  high  bluffs  of  the  Prince 
Edward  shore,  beautiful  Glenora  comes  into  view  with 
Glen  Island  just  opposite,  an  ideal  resort  and  well  equipped 
with  cottages.  Here,  with  the  best  of  fishing  and  arnid 
unrivalled  scenery,  a  large  number  of  tourists  find  a  delight- 
ful summer  home.  Upon  the  summit  of  the  cliff  above 
Glenora  lies  the  far-famed  Lake-on-the-Mountain,  ever 
overflowing,  and  yet  without  any  visible  inlet,  surely  a 


nature  placed  there 
ur  wonder.  From 
Glenora  w  e  p  a  s  s 
down  the  Bay  till 
we  cross  the  open- 
ing to  Lake  Ont- 
ario, called  the  up- 
per gap,  and  then 
to  the  left  to  the 
village  of  Bath,  at 
8.r5  A.M.,  a  favor- 
ite summer  rest- 
ing place  for  the 

jaded  iniiabitant  of  the  noisy  city.  It  has  several  hotels 
and  superior  boarding  houses,  and  is  in  the  vicinity  of  as 
fine  black  bass  fishing  as  the  country  affords. 


THE  INCOMPARABLE  BEAITY 
Of  THE  THOUSAND  ISLANDS 


E  now  approach  the  City  of  Kingston,  at  the  end  of 
the  Bay  of  Quinte,  and  at  the  entrance  proper  to 
the  Thousand  Islands.  Kingston,  at  which  we 
arrive  at  9.50  A.M.,  possesses  the  finest  location  of 
any  city  on  the  great  lakes,  has  many  attractions,  historical, 
architectural  and  social,  and  is  yearly  increasing  the  number 
of  its  summer  visitors.  Passing  out  of  Kingston  harbor  we 
enter  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  and  have  a  view  of  the  first 
members  of  that  wonderful  aggregation  called  the  Thousand 
Islands.  For  an  hour  we  sail  on  broad  waters  between  the 
two  great  islands,  called  respectively  Howe  and  Wolfe,  and 
then  plunge  into  a  labyrinthian  panorama  of  natural  beauty, 
passing  through  intricate  channels  and  among  emerald  isles 
of  varied  shape  and  form,  dotted  with  the  tents  of  the 
camper,  or  with  restful  looking  cottages. 

Passing  down  the  American  Channel  we  see  Clayton, 
N.Y.,  Round  Island.  Thousand  Island  Park,  and  Alexandria 
Bay,  with  fteeti 


glimpses  of  swift  and 
palatial  yachts,  castel- 
lated  mansions  and 
elaborate  cottages, 
giving  artistic  charac- 
ter to  the  scene;  past 
island  after  island  of 
curious  shape,  all 
forming  landscapes  of 
weird  beauty  and 
vistas  fairer  than  man 
could  ever  dream  of. 


From  Alexandria  B.-iv  at  12  45  P.M..  the  steamer  passes 
over  to  the  Canadian  Channel,  with  its  wealth  of  islands  in 
a  state  of  nature,  and  at  mo  P.M.  leaves  Rockport,  Unt^ 
for  the  delightful  island  passages  in  the  vicmitj-  ot  tiie 
"Lost  Channel"  and  "Fiddler's  Elbow,"  and  arrives  at 
Gananoque  at  2.20  P.M. 

Gananoque,  "The  Island  Town,"  has,  in  The  Inn,  a 
thoroughly  well  equipped  hostelry,  besides  many  hotels 
and  boarding  houses,  well  occupied  during  the  season, 
Here  connection  is  made  with  the  transfer  steamer  to 
any  Thousand  Island  point  on  the  American  side. 

We  start  from  Gananoque  on  the  return  trip  at  2.30 
P.M.  for  the  City  of  Kingston,  which  we  leave  at  5  P-M., 
calling  at  Bath  at  6.25,  Picton  at  8.45.  Deseronto  at  9.55. 
Belleville  at  n.35,  Canal  Bridge  (from  Trenton  by  omni- 
bus) at  1,00  A.M.,  Brighton  at  2.00  A.M.,  and  arrive  at 
Summerville  at  6.30  A.M..  satisfied  that  no  more  compre- 
hensive view  of  the  special  attractions  of  these  localities 
could  be  compressed  into  a  single  day  than  that  afforded 
by  this  delightful  excursion.
